A total of 2,000 miles were 
covered on a ten-day tour during 
the Easter vacation which took the 
choir to churches in Idaho, Wash- 
ington and Oregon. The purchase 
of a thirty-seven passenger Grey- 
hound bus aided greatly in trans- 
portation and added to the comfort 
of the travelers. The first concert 
was given in Burns, 'Oregon, and 
the next three days were spent in 
the vicinity of Grenleaf, Idaho. 
From Greenleaf the choir went to 
Meadow, Spokane, Reardon, Yaki- 
ma, Tacoma, Bremerton and Oak- 
ville. 

In recognition of his untiring 
work as director, the choir present- 
ed to Prof. Roy Clark a wrist 
watch as a token of appreciation.
